Next come carrots, cooked or un- 


They are high in food value 
and important because their' delicious 
flavor stimulates ' t}ie appetite.

The dark green leaves are high 
in iron content and Vitamin A. 


Parsley is another important vege- 


table. Save a few inches for a parsley 
bed in the garden. Parsley, however, 
should be eaten, not merely used 
as a garnish for some other food, often 
less important. Parsley is high in vita- 
min Aand C and minerals, especially 
iron. 


If there is sufficient space for corn 


in your garden choose a yellow variety 
since the yellow corn contains vita- 
min A. 


Beets are worth any space you can 


aive them. They should be planted 
fairly thick and then thinned.' The 
younger tops will provide a choice 
vegetable, a fine substitute for those 
who do not like spinach. In fact, all 
the green, leafy ] vegetables are good. 


Peas and beans likewise are excel- 


lent. If your family happens to Ijke 
white turnips be sure you serve the 
turnip tops as a vegetable, You'll 
overlook good food if you don't. 


Potatoes are important, if you have 


the space. They are not only good 
energy-producing food but potatoes 
are high in mineral content and con- 
tain an appreciable amount of vita- 
min C. 
•' Finally, there's the dandelion. Whole 
Jots are filled >with them at this 
time of the year. They are -delicious 
cooked or servd as a salad or in a 
salad bowl with other greens and a 
dash of French dressing.

Death Takes Year 


and a Half Holiday

REEDSPGHT, Ore.—Until a 79-year- 


-old pioneer succumbed early Ihis 
month, it began to look as though 
death was on a holiday in this south- 
western Oregon coast town. 


From December G, 1938, until March 


11, 1940, Ihe town's undertaker looked 
vainly among his 1,800 neighbros for 
business. 
A man can't live on only 


one funeral in a year and a half. 


The town's two physicians, Drs. H. 


C. Eastland and R. H. Fields, and the 
Oregon 'State Health Department said 
a combination of good luck, caution 
and "salubrious surrodundings" was 
responsible'for the low death rale. 


Normally, about 12 persons in every 


1,000 
die each year in Oregon. 
This 


compares with 10.7 persons per 1,000 
throughout the nation. 


The last deaths before that of the 


oldster on March 11 were those of two 
men, 7'J and 82. During the "holiday," 
two native sons, both pasl 75 years 
old, moved lo Iwo other Pacific Coasl 
stales in search of health. Both died 
shortly after leaving Reedsport. 


The record is all the more remark- 


able by.the fact that hazardous lum- 
bering and logging operations employ 
many of the town's workers.

Side Pressing 


Side dressing with nitrogen and po 


lash fertilizers is one way Hemp 
stead County farmers can add ad 
ditional plant food to crops needing 
greater amounts of fertilizer than were 
applied before planting. 


On most farms cotton and corn will 


respond profitably to an application 
of 16 pounds of nitrogen I3cr acres 
he said. This is the amount of nitro 
gen contained in 400 pounds of a 4 per 
cent nitrogen fertilizer, such as 4-12 
4 of 4-8-6. Where only a small amount 
of fertilizer, or a fertilizer contain- 
ing a smaller percentage of nitro- 
gen, was used pt planting, additional 
nitrogen as a side dressing should be 
used. 


Cotton and corn should be side 


dressed with 50 to 100 pounds of a 
quick acting nitrogen fertilizer per 
acre, the amount depending on the 
fertilizer used before planting, says 
Charles F. Simmons, Extension agrono- 
mist, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. 


Cotton should be side dressed at 


the time of the first cultivation after 
chopping. Corn should be side dressed 
when it is about knee-high. )Vhere a 
good crop of winter legumes has been 
turned under, additional nitrogen is 
not needed as a side-dressing.
